In  order  to  its  complete  and  permanent 
ment,  therefore,  nothing  more  leans  nectary 
than  to  bring  the  evidence  of  its  utility  before  the 
humane  and  public  fpirited  inhabitants  of  the  me¬ 
tropolis,  and  to  fubmit  its  merits  to  the  v/ifdo.in  of 
the  legiilature. 

Although  feveral  able  works,  have  been  al¬ 
ready  published  upon  the  fubjech,  arid  the.  ef¬ 
ficacy  of  the  means,  employed  for  fupprefiing 
contagion,  has  been  confirmed  in  many  of  the 
principal  towns  throughout  the  united  kingdoms, 
yet  it  is  evident,  from  the  deficiency  of  fub- 
feriptions  in  London,  that  a  very  great  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  capital  have  not 
hitherto  been  made  acquainted  with  the  magnitude 
of  the  evil,  and.  the  certainty  and  comparative  facility, 
with  which  it  may  be  obviated. 

It  has  been  thought  defirable,  therefore,  to  have 
a  comprehenfive  ftatement  upon  the  fubjedt,  the 
extent  of  which  fhould  not  however  be  an  obftacle 
to  its  being  generally  read $  which,  from  its  fize 
and  form,  might  be  eafily  diftributed  5  and  which 
might  alfo  admit  of  a  large  impreffion,  at  a 
moderate  expence. 

With  this  view,  and  in  compliance  with  your 
wifhes,  I  have  endeavoured  to  point  out  the  caufes, 
the  confequences,  and  the  means  of  fuppreffing 
febrile  contagion,  in  a  clear,  concife,  and  forcible 
manner,  and  to  confirm  every  material  aflertion  by 
the  belt  authorities. 

The  printing  committee  have  attended  to  the 
interefts  and  circumftances  of  the  charity  in  the 
publication  of  the  work,  and  have  added  a  plan  of 
the  inftitution,  and  a  lift  of  the  fubferibers.

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REMARKS,  &c. 


In  populous  towns,  efpecially  in  this  immenfe 
metropolis,  the  poor  are  expofed  to  a  variety  of 
wretchednefs  little  known,  except  to  thofe,  who 
are  obliged  to  witnefs  their  wants  and  fufferings.a 
Continued  labour  exhaufbs  their  ftrengtK,  whilft 
fcanty  and  unwholefome  food  affords  infufficient 
fupport.  Air  and  light  are,  in  a  great  meafure, 
excluded  from  their  habitations,  whilfl  damp  and 
cold  frequently  predominate.  Human  effluvia 
and  exhalations  from  putrefying  vegetable  and 
animal  fubftances,  within  and  about  their  fordid 
dwellings,  are  conflantly  accumulating  ;  and  the 
atmofphere  of  one  polluted  cell  is  but  exchanged, 
for  that  of  another.b 

Such  are  often  the  miferable  abodes,  in  which 
the  labourer  is  reduced  to  take  refuge  from  toil, 
and  the  mechanic  to  wafle  his  ftrength.  Decayed 
furniture,  the  harbour  of  vermin  and  filth,  incum¬ 
bers  the  narrow  room,  and  imbibes  and  exhales 
the  foul  vapours.  Inefficient,  or  threadbare  and

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ragged  clothes,  often  loaded  with  moifture,  but 
ill  defend  the  poor  from  the  inclemencies  of  wea¬ 
ther,  while  the  fkin  is  clogged  anc|  galled  by  the 
accumulation  of  its  own  fecretions  as  well  as  by 
external  dirt.a 

What  innumerable  annoyances  muft  be  accu¬ 
mulated  where  houfes  are  in  contact,  in  almofi: 
every  dire&ion,  and  where  every  apartment,  from 
the  cellar  to  the  garret,  is  occupied,  often  crouded 
by  tenants  labouring  under  the  complicated  cala- 
.  mities  of  poverty  and  difeafe  ?  The  body,  impaired 
by  fatigue,  is,  in  thefe  diftrefsful  abodes,  de~ 
prived  of  nutritious  food,  of  vital  air,  and  the 
common  means  of  cleanlinefs. 

Whilfl:  the  frame  is  fubje£fc  to  phyfical  circum- 
ftances  fo  adverfe  to  health,  moral  caufes  combine 
to  irritate  and  deprefs  the  mind.  The  cries  of 
children,  the  complaints  of  age,  the  lamentations 
of  the  diflreffed,  the  moans  of  the  lick,  the  rail¬ 
ings  of  the  difeentented,  the  quarrels  of  the 
pallionate,  the  imprecations  of  the  blafphemer,  the 
riots  of  the  drunkard,  even  the  boifterous  merri* 
ment  of  the  gay,  if  mirth  can  here  be  found,  pre- : 
elude  the  peffibility  of  repofe.  Intoxication,  even 
to  ftupefa£tion,  is  confidered  a  refuge  from  thefe 
inceflant  vexations,  thefe  concentrated  evils. 
Spirituous  liquor,  that  poifonous  b  cordial  of  grief, 
inflames  the  paflions,  undermines  the  ftrength,  and 
difiipates  the  hours  of  neceflary  labour. — Want  is 
the  inevitable  confequence  of  habitual  drunkennefs 
in  men  \  and  women,  reduced  by  necefiity,  and 
provoked  by  neglect  and  brutal  treatment,  are 
often  driven  to  proftitution,  whilfl;  their  deferted 
offspring  are  impelled  to  beg  or  Heal.

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The  very  crouding  together  needy,  ignorant,  be¬ 
ings,  ingenders  and  foments  almoft  every  kind  of 
vexation,  diforder,  and  vice;  whilft,  befides  the  de- 
preffing,  debilitating,  and  depraving  circumftances 
enumerated,  it  produces  an  evil  of  dill  greater  mag¬ 
nitude,  contagious  fever,  the  mod  fatal  fcourge 
which  affli&s  mankind/  Such  have  been  the 
ravages  of  this  difeaie  that  it  has  dedroyed  com¬ 
mercial  and  focial  intercourfe,  diflolved  the  obli¬ 
gations  of  duty,  the  bonds  of  friendfhip,  and  even 
the  neared  ties  of  confanguinity.b  The  plague  and 
yellow  fever  have  defolated  towns  c  and  provinces. 
Were  they  unfortunately  brought  into  this  coun¬ 
try,  the  terror,  eonfufion,  and  dedru&ion,  of 
both  property  and  lives,  would  be  inconceivable.4 
Scarce  any  facrifice  would  be  thought  too  grea£ 
By  individuals  to  efcape,  or  by  the  nation  to  extir¬ 
pate  them.

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The  different  fpecies  of  contagious  fever  which: 
are  conftantly  prevalent  here,a  though  lefs  malig¬ 
nant  than  the  plague  or  yellow  fever,  are  very 
often  extremely  fatal, b  and  even  when  lead  viru¬ 
lent,  from  the  conftancy  and  extent  of  their 
action,  and  the  combination  of  caufer  which 
counteract  their  cure,  they  are  widely  deftruc- 
tive.  The  circumftances  which  attend  the  com¬ 
munication  of  contagion,  its  progrefs  and  effects 
are  peculiarly  deplorable*  It  purfues  its  prey 
through  all  ranks  of  fociety,  and  through  every 
channel  of  communication.0  The  latent  poifon 
may  be  imbibed  from  the  neceffaries  of  life,  the 
means  of  comfort,  or  the  fources  of  enjoyments

Letter  to  the  Members  of  the  weekly  Committee  of  the 
Governors  of  the  Infirmary,  at  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne,  by  John

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It  pervades  the  feats  of  bufinefs,  the  board  of  focial 
intercourfe,  and  is  found  lurking  even  in  the  haunts 
of  pleafure.  It  is  unwarily  conveyed  by  the  gay 
companion,  the  faithful  domeftic,  or  affectionate 
friend. a  Its  unfufpe&ing  vi&im  is  fometimes  arreff- 
ed  whilft  in  the  full  vigour  of  health  and  elevation 
of  gaiety.  He  is  ftill  oftener  fatally  affailed  when  de¬ 
bilitated  or  depreffed.b  The  rich  are  more  liable  to 
be  infeCted  and  deftroyed  in  confequence  of  the  ex- 
haufting  effeCts  of  indolence  and  excefs  ;  the  poor 
from  thofe  of  toil  and  want.  Indulgence,  repletion, 
fatiety,  the  morbid  fenfibility  and  irritability,  inci¬ 
dent  to  refinement  and  luxury,  predifpofe  the  affluent 
to  infeCtionc  and  a  fatal  diforder.  But  the  poor  are 
obnoxious  to  every  caufe  that  can  generate,  diffufe, 
and  perpetuate  contagion,  and  almoft  to  every  cir- 
cumltance  which  renders  it  deitruCtive.d  Curtailed 
of  the  means  which  preferve  health,  deprived  of  the 
comforts  which  render  life  a  bleffing,  narraffed  by 
all  the  vexations  which  gall  the  mind,  depraved 
by  vice,  too  often  devoid  of  religion,  and  defti- 
tute  even  of  hope,  what  power  can  they  have  of  re¬ 
filling  and  overcoming  a.  poifon,  which  preys  chiefly 
on  thofe  who  are  moil,  deficient  in  ilrength,  and  moll 
bereft  of  the  fupports  and  refforatives  of  vigour* 
In  the  confined,  crouded,  contaminated,  and  dis¬ 
turbed  dwellings  of  tlie  poor,  contagion  frequent¬ 
ly  affails  thofe  who  are  half  fubdued,  and  wholly

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deprived  of  whatever  can  counteract  its  baneful 
effects. a 

The  rich  are  generally  removed  from  the  dif- 
tridls  of  filth,  vice  and  mifery,  where  contagious 
fever  originates,  lurks,  or' rages.  They  have  little 
intercourfe  with  the  infedted,  and  are  guarded  by 
the  ready  means  of  alarm  and  precaution;  In  the 
airy  fituation  of  their  manfions,  in  their  fpacious 
and  well  ventilated  rooms,  the  poifon  is  diluted.  It 
is  removed  from  their  perfcns  by  ablution,  by  clean- 
ling  and  changing  their  cloaths,  furniture  and  apart¬ 
ments.  Infection-  is  counteradled  by  the  refpiration 
of  pure  air,  by  exercife  without  fatigue,  by  nutri¬ 
tious  and  antifeptic  food,  by  tranquil  occupations 
and  exhilarating  amufements.  It  is  encountered 
by  all  that  care,  fkill  and  medicine  can  fupply. 
Yet,  notwithstanding  all  thefe  means  of  refinance 
and  remedy,  fo  numerous  are  its  channels,  and  fo 
fubtle  its  approach,  that  contagion  penetrates 
into  the  manfions  of  the  moft  opulent  and  waryb  ^ 
invades  thofe  apparently  moft  fecure,  baffles  the 
greateft  fkill,  deftroys  the  moft  vigorous,  and  ren¬ 
ders  the  happieft  miferable. 

In  the  circumftanees  under  which  the  affluent 
imbibe  contagion,  it  often  lies  dormant  a  con¬ 
siderable  time,  or  imperceptibly  undermines  the 
ftrength  of  its  vidtim  5  whilft  he  unwarily  c  ex-

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tends  its  aCtion  to  others,  or  accelerates  and  aggra 
vates  its  effects  on  himfelf. 

The  infidious  and  unrelenting  enemy  faps,  by 
degrees,  the  health  of  the  infe<Sed,  a  who  grows 
weak  and  dejected  ;  his  countenance  appears  pale 
and  funk,  his  fkin  fallow,  and  his  whole  frame 
contracted.  The  head  becomes  heavy  and  painful, 
the  mind  inert,  anxious,  and  confufed.  The  heart 
is  languid  and  oppreffed,  the  circulation  feeble, 
hurried,  irregular.  The  lungs  perform  their 
function  with  effort;  breathing  is  frequent  and 
audible,  and  interrupted  by  groans  and  fighs. 
Alternate  chills,  flufhes,  and  rigors  invade  the  fkin. 
The  mufcles  feel  weary,  tender,  tremulous,  the 
joints  burthened  and  aching.  The  faliva  becomes 
vifcid,  the  mouth  clammy,  the  tongue  white,  and 
covered  with  mucus,  the  tafte  indiftin&,  mawkifh,. 
and  difagreeable.  Appetite  fails,  difrelifh  and 
loathing  of  food  foon  follow*  The  bowels  parti¬ 
cipate  in  the  weakened  and  difturbed  aCtion  of 
the  ftomach,  and  are  torpid  or  irregular.  All  the 
fecretions  are  difordered  and  vitiated.  The  bile 
is  increafed,  attenuated,  rendered  acrimonious. 
Sorqetimes  it  is  accumulated  apd  abforbed,  at 
others,  it  regurgitates  into  the  ftomach,  or  inundates 
the  inteftines.  A  painful  fenfe  of  weight  and 
weaknefs  oppreffes  the  loins  and  kidnies.  The  urine,, 
at  firft  pale,  limpid  and  copious,  becomes  high 
coloured,  turbid,  and  fcanty.  The  fick,  though 
drowfy  and  opprefled,  is  deprived  of  reft ;  or,  if 
he  fleep,  is  agitated  and  difturbed,  and  wakes  un- 
refreflied. 

Thefe  fymptoms  fluctuate  for  a  fhort  time,  but 
are  gradually  aggravated  :  pain  in  the  head  in-

creafes. 
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creafes,  delirium  and  ftupor  enfue.  The  irritated 
heart  accelerates  its  motions  and  exhaufhs  its 
powers.  The  opprefled  lungs' rapidly  convert  the 
air  they  infpire  into  a  hot,  offenfive,  noxious 
vapour  ;  the  parched  fkin  Burns  with  an  acrid 
confuming  heat,  or  effufes  partial,  clammy,  foetid 
fweat.  Voluntary  adbion  is  gradually  abolifhed, 
involuntary  convullive  motions  fucceed.  The 
folids  are  relaxed,  the  fluids  diflolved  and  effufed ; 
the  tongue  and  mouth  are  parched  or  incrufted 
with  fordid  mucus.  The  itomach  naufeates  or 
rejects  whatever  it  receives.  The  bowels  accu¬ 
mulate  indigefled,  foetid,  putrid  contents,  with 
oppreflive  tenfion ;  or  pour  them  out  profufely 
and  involuntarily.  The  urine  is  cloudy,  dark, 
thick,  offenfive.  The  wan  and  fallow  countenance 
becomes  flufhed,  bloated,  and  by  degrees  muddy, 
lurid,  and  cadaverous.  At  length  the  blood  retires 
from  the  extremities  to  the  faint  and  palpitating 
heart.  The  chill  of  extindHon  follows  its  retreat. 
The  breath  flruggles  ip  its  paflage  through  the  col- 
lap  fed  and  obftrudted  lungs.  The  frame  harrafled, 
opprefled,  exhaufled,  finks  into  dilTolution. 

Such  is  the  pidture  of  contagious  fever,  in  its 
lefs  virulent  ftate,  in  which  it  often  remains  long 
unperceived,  is  flow  in  its  progrefs,  and  frequently 
admits  of  cure.a  But  this  difeafe  is  fometimes  fo

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defiant  vomiting,®  and  the  inteftines  to  pour  out 
foetid  putrid  diicharges/  The  urine  becomes  tur¬ 
bid,  dark,  fanguineous.  The  ghaflly  countenance, 
the  disfigured  lkin,c  the  convulfed  mufcles,  the 
putrid  foetor,d  give  dreadful  proofs  of  the  malignity 
of  contagion,  which,  in  a  few  days,  fometimes  even 
in  a  few  hours,6  extinguifhes  life,  and  converts  the 
healthy  frame  into  a  mafs  of  putrefaction/ 

Though  this  moll  direful  ftate  of  contagious 
fever  is  nqt  very  prevalent  in  this  country,  it 
proves  fatal  to  many  in  the  obfcure  and  loathfome 
fetreats  of  poverty.  There,  death  exalts  the  poi- 
fon,  prepares  the  victim,  and  hurries  him  co  rapid 
diffolution  •,  unobferved  by  the  gay,  the  affluent,  and  ^ 
even  the  humane  ;  and  too  often  unheeded  by  the 
timid,  parfimonious,  and  unenlightened  diftributer 
of  parochial  relief.^ 

It  is  to  awaken  the  benevolence  of  the  former, 
to  enforce  the  duty  of  the  latter,  and  demonftr^te 
to  all  claffes  the  wife  policy  of  preventing  and  4e- 
ftroying  contagion^  and  curing  thofe  infeCted, 
that  this  treatife  is  written.  Objects,  in  the  accom— 
plifliment  of  which,  though  the  expence  and  dif¬ 
ficulty  be  confiderable,  yet,  compared  with  the  di-

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minution  of  mifery  and  mortality,  they  are  of* 
trifling  importance. 

To  thofe  who  can  commiferate  and  relieve  the 
fufterings  of  their  fellow  creatures,  it  will  only  be 
neceflary  to  call  attention  to  the  horrors  concen¬ 
trated  in  the  dwellings  of  the  poor,  where  contagious 
fever  rages. b 

Scantily  fubfifted  by  his  daily  labour,  what  muft 
be  the  diltrefs  of  the  poor  man,  when  unnerved  by 
difeafe,  when  proftrated  on  a  bed  of  ficknefs,  and 
wanting  aid  from  a  ftarving  family,  whofe  fup- 
port  depends  on  his  unremitting  toils  ?c  "What 
his  anxiety,  when  he  feels  the  rapid  extinction  of 
life,  without  the  means  of  recovery,  and  is  fenfible 
that  he  communicates  a  fatal  poifon  to  thofe  molt 
dear  to  him,  without  the  probability  of  their  es¬ 
cape  ?d  Unfupplied  with  proper  nourilhment, 
remedies,  or  care,  in  a  narrow  crouded  hovel, 
where  every  noife  from  without,  and  movement 
within,  difturbs  him ;  where  clothes,  furniture,  and 
an  atmofphere,  at  all  times  contaminated,  are  now 
loaded  with  contagion,  what  can  be  his  chance  of 
reftoration  ?  What  mull  be  the  dread  and  danger 
of  thofe,  who  confume  the  day  in  the  fame  cell, 
almoll  in  contaCt  with  the  difeafed,  and  wafte  the 
night  on  the  fame  pallet  of  ficknefs  and  wretched- 
nefs  ?e  Let  the  unfeeling,  or  the  voluptuous,  for 
a  moment,  enter  thefe  receptacles  of  peftilence  and 
death  !  Let  him  breathe  the  noifome  vapours !

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Let  him  hear  the  cries  of  want  and  pain,  the 
mutterings  of  delirium,  the  groans  of  the  ex¬ 
piring,  the  wailings  of  the  furvivors  !  Let  him 
behold  the  fick,  the  dying,  and  the  dead  \ 
Here  a  famifhed  infant  attempts,  in  vain,  to 
drain  the  exhaufled  fountain  of  its  nourifhment. 
On  the  fame  bed  are  children  {hivering  and  burn¬ 
ing  ;  a  mother  raving  in  delirium,  frantic  or  ftupi- 
fied  with  defpair ;  a  father  breathing  his  laft,  or 
extended  a  loathfoine  disfigured  corjpfe.3

The  fight,  the  Tm ell,  the  hearing,  appal 
the  terrified  inhabitant  with  the  dreadful  warning 
of  difiolution.  Contagion  faturates  the  polluted 
air,  and  thus,  aided  by  all  that  can  deprefs  and 
debilitate,  extends  to  the  adjoining  rooms,  and 
rapidly  pervades  the  intire  habitation^ 

When  the  fever  has  depopulated  a  building  by 
death  and  terror,  poverty  and  ignorance  bring 
new  inhabitants,  who  ficken  and  die,  or  linger 
and  relapfe  ;  and,  after  being  carried  to  the  work- 
houfe,  or  the  grave,  leave  the  fame  peftilential 
apartment  to  their  ill-fated  fucceflors.c 

From  thefe  peft-houfes,  concentrated  contagion 
pours  into  the  adjacent  courts  and  alleys,  and  is 
wafted  from  door  to  door,  from  window  to  win¬ 
dow^  It  is  difleminated  through  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  by  the  frequent  intercourl'e  of  the  needy, 
who  repeat  and  often  multiply  their  vifits  in  en¬ 
deavours  to  fupply  each  daily  want :  who  are  fre¬ 
quently  reduced  to  beg,  borrow,  or  pawn  one 
article,  to  enable  them  to  buy  another.6

Clothes,  linen,  furniture, 
and  various  articles  depofited  where  it  lurks,  or 
tranfmitted  by  thofe  who  are  infected,  hackney- 
coaches,1*  and  other  public  vehicles  imbued  with  it, 
extend  its  a£tion.  Religious  functions,  charitable 
offices,  official  duties,  public  fpeCtacles  and  amufe- 
ments,  multiply  the  fources  of  infection,  and  may 
carry  contagion  from  the  cottage  to  the  palace. 

Its  hidden  nature,  infidious  approach,  and  innu¬ 
merable  channels  intereft  the  felfifh,  as  llrongly 
as  its  lamentable  confequences  call  upon  the  bene¬ 
volent  to  quell  and  extirpate  this  deftru&ive  peft,c 
The  fafety  of  the  former,  who  are  aware  of  their

of  relieving  the  calamities  of  their  fellow  crea¬ 
tures. 

It  is  fortunate  that  motives  of  public  econo¬ 
my' like  wife  enforce  this  great  object,  fmce  paro¬ 
chial  and  parliamentary  afliftance  will  both  be 
neceffary  for  its  complete  and  ^permanent  attain¬

They  are  long  afterwards  incapaci¬ 
tated  from  earning  their  fubfiftence,  ahd  liable  to 
relapfes,  and  to  lingering  and  fatal  diforders. c 
The  proportion  of  adults  infected  and  deftroyed, 
confiderably  exceeds  that  of  children.*1  The  num¬ 
ber  of  men  who  periffi  is  much  greater  than  that 
of  women.6  Of  a  family  expofed  to  contagion,  the 
father  generally  fiifFers  firft.f  Their  fupport  fails 
with  his  ftrength.  The  mother,  next  difabled, 
leaves  both  hufband  and  children  dependent  on  the

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re-infe£t  the  recovering  parents.3  If  removed  tci 
a  workhoufe,  with  an  atmofphere  prepared  to 
communicate,  and  inhabitants  fitted  to  imbibe  and 
fink  under  contagion,  fever  fpreads  rapidly  and 
rages  violently.11 

When  a  father  dies  under  thefe  circumftances, 
his  family  are,  moll  commonly,  left  a  burthen 
upon  the  parifh,  many  years,  for  fupport  and 
education.  Difcredited  and  debafed  by  their  fitu- 
ation,  they  muft  be  afterwards  apprenticed  or 
placed,  with  a  compenfation,  where  they  can  learn 
the  means  of  earning  a  livelihood.  When  a  mo¬ 
ther  is  loft,  her  children,  from  neglect  and  confe- 
quent  difeafe,  idlenefs  and  vice,  often  become  a 
charge  and  a  fcourge  to  the  community .d 

The  public  expence  adftually  incurred,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  fick,  difabled,  and  deftitute,  through 
contagious  fever,  applied  to  its  fpeedy  cure  and 
prevention,  would  not  only  preferve  the  productive 
ftrength  and  fave  the  lives  of  thoufands,  but-  that 
expence  would  alfo  be  greatly  diminifhed.

Having  given  a  faint  {ketch  of  the  calamities 
which  arife  from  contagion,  and  which  cannot  be 
fully  developed,  a  more  grateful  employment  re¬

in  a  concentrated  Hate*  from  the  above  fources, 
but  its  virulence  may  be  diminilhed,  by  dilution 
with  air,  fo  as  to  render  it  very  ^generally  in¬ 
noxious.18  SubftUnces  which  contain  infectious 
miafms,  may  alfo,  in  moft  cafes,  be  rendered  harm- 
iefs  by  expofure  to  air  and  by  ablution  ‘,c  and 
where  thefe  are  infufficient,  heat  and  other  che¬ 
mical  agents  may  be  employed,  in  addition  to 
them,  with  great  certainty  of  fuccefs.d  Liability 
to  be  infected  is  increafed  by  debility .c  The  danger 
from  contagious  fever  depends  principally  upon 
the  diminution  of  flrength  previoufly  to  its  attack, 
and  the  .privation  of  pure  atmofpheric  air,  proper 
nourilhment,  medicines,  cleanlinefs,  and  atten¬ 
dance,  during  its  progrefs.f  Thefe  conclusions, 
confirmed  by  daily  experience,  prove  that  the  pro¬ 
duction,  infectious  virulence,  and  communication 
of  contagion,  may  all  be  exceedingly  diminilhed, 
if  not  intirely  obviated,  by  ventilation  and  clean¬ 
linefs,  which  are  alfo  highly  conducive  to  enable 
the  human  frame  to  refill  and  overcome  its  malig¬ 
nant  influence. 

Eafy,  however  in  their  application,  and  effica-

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clous  as-thefe  means  are,  they  never  will  be  gene¬ 
rally  adopted,  by  the  lower  clafTes,  without  ftronger 
inducements  than  a  dread  of  that  difeafe,  which 
the  negledt  of  therft  occafions  and  agravates.  The 
legiflator  and  magistrate  mull  co-operate  with  the 
philofopher  and  philanthropift  to  enforce  the  falu- 
tary  employment  of  thefe  antidotes  to  infection. 
Their  joint  exertions  will  fcarcely  be  fufficient  to 
overcome  the  influence  of  indolence,  ignorance, 
habit,  and  neceflity,  which  fo  generally  prevent  the 
attention  neceflary  to  preferve  health,  and  prevent 
the  generation  of*  a  fatal  diforder. 

In  barbarous  countries  floth  and  uncleanlinefs 
cannot  be  counteracted.  In  fuch  as  have  made 
fome  progrefs  in  civilization  the  fufFerings  and  dis¬ 
orders,  which  thefe  vices  produce,  are  but  little  at¬ 
tended  to.  Even  where  wealth  and  luxury  abound, 
that  accumulation  and  confinement  of  individuals 
which  arts,  manufactures,  commerce,  and  navi¬ 
gation  occafion,  are  powerfufimpediments  to  ven¬ 
tilation  and  cleanlinefs,a  The  difficulty  of  re¬ 
medying  this  evil  is  alfo  augmented,  in  proportion 
as  the  preflure  of  taxes  and  dearnefs  of  neceflaries 
enforce  toil  and  confinement,  and  diminifh  fufte- 
nance  and  accommodation. b 

From  '  the  concurrence  of  thefe  circum- 
ftances,  at  prefent,  in  this  country,0  the  ob- 
flacles,  againft  preventing  the  generation,  and 
Spreading  of  contagion,  have  not  been  fo  great,

Regifters  of  Parifhes,  of  Soup  Societies  and  other  charitable 
inllitutions. 
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during  a  long  period.  Much  however  may  be 
effected,  towards  rendering  the  habitations  of  the 
poorer  clafles  of  fociety  more  fpacious  and  airy,  by 
meafures,  the  political  wifdom  of  which  cannot  be 
doubted.3  Lanes  and  alleys  may  be  widened, 
courts  opened,  yards  and  areas  enlarged.  The 
number  of  (lories  and  rooms  in  the  houfes  of  the 
lower  clafles  may  be  limited,  and  the  latter  augment¬ 
ed  in  fize.  The  proportion,  number,  pofition,  (ize, 
as  well  as  the  conftru£lion,  of  doors,  windows, 
and  chimnies,  may  alfo  be  regulated.  Much  fe- 
curi.ty  might  be  obtained  by  reftridling  the  number 
of  families,  in  each  houfe,  and  of  individuals  in 
each  apartment.  The  inhabiting  of  cellars,  in 
which  a  confiderable  proportion  of  the  lower 
clafles  dwell,  immerfed  in  darknefs  and  damp, 
and  in  impure  and  (lagnant  air  ought,  more  par¬ 
ticularly,  to  be  regulated,  if  not  prohibited.*  By 
proportioning  the  fpace  occupied  to  the  number 
of  perfons  employed  in  manufactories,  maintained 
in  work-houfes,  poor-houfes,  hofpitals,  and  public 
charities,  or  confined  in  prifons,  much  danger 
might  be  obviated.  As  air,  befides  being  the 
principal  antidote  to  contagion,  is  eiTential  to  life, 
and  light  is  neceflary  for  earning  fubfi (fence,  the 
labouring  clafles  fhould  not  be  reftridled  in  the  ful¬ 
led  enjoyment  of  both,  which  their  confined  ha¬ 
bitations  will  admit.  Their  exemption  from  the 
window  tax,  would  be  a  meafure  highly  politic  as 
well  as  humane.0  Wherever  the  atmofphere  is

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contaminated  and  confumed  by  numbers,  ne» 
eeflarily  confined  in  a  narrow  fpace,  ventilators 
fhould  be  employed  for  its  renewal.3  The  labourer 
and  mechanic  fhould  be  encouraged  and  enabled 
to  quit  low,  damp,  and  filthy  fituations,  in 
which  he  is  enfeebled,  for  an  atmofphere,  which 
may  invigorate  his  ufeful  flrength.  Next  to  re¬ 
newing  the  air  of  habitations,  perfonal  and 
domeflic  cleanlinefs  is  moft  efficacious  in  dif- 
perfing  the  feeds  of  contagion,  in  countera&ing 
its  malignancy,  and  preventing  its  communication, 
when  produced.1*  Where  individuals  are  crouded 
and  confined  together,  the  whole  furface  of  the 
body  fhould  be  frequently  purified,  by  expofure 
to  air,  by  fridlion  and  ablution.  Whatever  is 
worn  next  the  fkin,  ought  to  be  often  wafhed, 
and  every  article  of  clothing  aired  and  cleanfed,  in 
proportion  to  its  contact  with  the  body.  Beds,  bed- 
cloaths  and  curtains,  which  receive  and  confine 
fo  large  a  portion  of  human  exhalations,  and  fur¬ 
niture  liable  to  imbibe  them,  fhould  undergo  fre¬ 
quent  purification.  Apartments  numeroufly  in¬ 
habited  or  conflantly  occupied  ought  to  be  often 
fcoured  and  whitewafhed.c  Covering  walls  with 
paper  fhould  be  difcouraged,  or  prohibited  in  the 
dwellings  of  the  poor. 

Thefe  meafures  of  domeflic  economy  might  be 
greatly  promoted  by  the  infpedlion  of  parifh 
officers  or  perfons  of  refpedlability,  and  flill  more 
by  gratuitous  affiflance,  and  rewards  of  incon-

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fiderable  expence.  Where  thefe  inducements  fail, 
the  meafures  recommended  ought,  for  general 
fecurity,  to  be  enforced  by  penalties. 

Cleanlinefs  might  alfo  be  greatly  promoted  by 
fupplying  water  in  abundance  in  the  difiridts  of 
the  poor,  and  by  eredting  baths,  which  they  might 
ufe  without  trouble  or  expence. a  Workhoufes, 
which  now  frequently  produce,  preferve  and  dif- 
feminate  contagion/  might  be  made  highly  con¬ 
ducive  to  fupprefs  it,  by  employing  various  means  ' 
in  their  power,  eafily  practicable,  to  promote  clean¬ 
linefs  amongft  the  poor.  Thefe  public  charities, 
more  efpecially,  ought  to  contain  baths  for  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  their  inhabitants,  and  of  all  the  indigent 
pariihioners.  They  might  alfo  contain  machines  and 
employ  paupers,  capable  of  working,  in  cleanfing 
many  articles  of  drefs  and  furniture  belonging  to 
the  poor,  gratuitoufly,  or  at  a  trifling  expence. 
Perfons  maintained  by  their  parifh,  and  not  entirely 
difabled,  might  aflifi  in  white-wafhing  and  purifying 
the  dwellings  of  the  indigent  ;  and  infpedtors 
fhould  be  employed  to  afcertain  the  circumftances 
under  which  thefe  precautions  are  necefiary.  The 
ilridleft  attention  fhould  be  obferved  in  removing 
putrid  fubftances  and  other  nuifances  from  the 
diftridls  in  which  the  lower  orders  refide ;  and  the 
ftreets  and  paflages  fhould  be  well  paved  or  flag¬ 
ged,  and  carefully  drained.0  Manufactories  which 
prepare,  or  employ  largely,  animal  or  vegetable 
fubltances  in  a  putrefcent  ftate,  fhould  be  prohibited 
in  populous  towns, d  Meafures  of  this  kind,  pre*>

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veiltlve  of  difeafe,  might  be  eafily  and  cheat ly 
punucd,  and  would  amply  indemnify  pari  hie  s' 
by  their  falutary  confequences. 

The  means,  however,  of  civil  police,  moll  effec¬ 
tual  for  remedying  the  evil  of  contagion,  by  de- 
ftroying  its  fource,  cannot  be  carried  into  efredf, 
without  overcoming  connderable  obilacles.a  Space, 
pure  air,  and  cleanlinefs,  fufficient  for  health,  are 
wanting  to  the  moil  numerous  claffes  of  man- 
kind.*  The  preventive  meafures  propofed,  of  im¬ 
proving  the  fituation  and  eonftrudfion  of  houfes, 
of  limiting  the  number  of  inhabitants,  of  fupply- 
ing  the  means  and  enforcing  the  practice  of  clean-  * 
linefs,  cannot  be  effected  without  interfering  with 
the  difpofition  of  private  property,  and  wjth  do- 
meftic  economy.  Confiderable  expence  muff  alfo 
be  heceffarily  incurred.  Thefe  radical  means  for 
preventing  the  generation  of  contagion  cannot 
therefore  be  completely 'attained,  without  the  aid 
of  the  legiflature.  Much,  however,  may  be  ac- 
complifhed  by  the  exertions  of  magiftrates,  and 
pariffi  officers,  under  the  exifting  laws,  and, 
by  the  well  directed  efforts  of  enlightened  philan- 
thropifts.0  Where  thefe  are  infufficient,  parlia¬ 
ment  will,  unqueftionably,  affift  in  completing 
the  wife  and  beneficent  plan  *,  for  what  can  fo 
ftrongiy  demand  the  attention  of  the  legifiature,  as 
the  health  and  ftrength  of  the  great  mafs  of  the 
people,  and  the  fafety  of  all  \  objedfs  to  be  at¬ 
tained  by  meafures  which  are  alfo  conducive  to- 
private  happinefs  and  virtue,  to  public  order  and 
economy,  and  to  national  wealth  and  power  ?d

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A  committee,  inverted  with  reafonable  power 
of  controul,  in  every  parifli  throughout  the  king¬ 
dom,  which  fhould  fuperintend  the  circumftances 
and  habits  of  the  lower  orders  with  refpecrt  to 
their  health  and  morals,  might  be  productive  of  an 
improvement  in  both,  of  the  grealeit  national 
benefit.3 

From  the  progrefs  of  luxury  and  vice,  the  in- 
creafe  of  taxes,  the  dearnefs  of  provifions,b  con¬ 
curring  with  unfettled  notions,  diforderly  habits, 
and  dangerous  examples,  the  health  and  virtue  of 
the  lower  orders,  at  all  times  of  the  firft  im¬ 
portance,  now  peculiarly  claim  attention.  They 
more  imperioufly  demand  it,  in  this  immenfe  me¬ 
tropolis,  where  phyfical  and  moral  impurity  and 
difeafe  grow  with  its  enlargement. 

As  political  experience  is  augmented,  and  man¬ 
kind  become  more  enlightened,  it  is  more  ob¬ 
vious,  and  has  been  feelingly  imprefied  by  late 
events,  that  the  tranquillity  and  fecurity  of  nations 
are  beft  preferred  by  the  welfare  and  happinefs  of 
the  people. 

Phyfical  ills  muft  be  obviated  and  remedied,' 
moral  and  religious  principles  and  habits  incul¬ 
cated  and  promoted.  From  a  conviClion  of  the 
importance  of  thefe  meafures  at  all  times,  and 
their  urgent  necefiity  at  prefent,  the  alleviation 
of  the  wants,  and  improvement  of  the  circum¬ 
ftances  of  the  poor  has  been  more  generally  and 
munificently  provided  for  than  at  any  former 
periods.  Charitable  donations  and  fubfcriptions 
have  been  general,  and  liberal  beyond  example.2

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But,  what  does  more  credit  to  the  philanthropy 
and  wifdom  of  the  age,  and  is  likely  to  accom- 
plifh  the  moft  folid  and  permanent  advantages  to 
this  nation,  a  foqiety  has  been  formed  for  the 
exprefs  purpofe  of  bettering  the  condition  of  the 
poor.  Several  patriotic  and  humane  individuals, 
diftinguilhed  by  ability,  virtue,  and  piety,  as  well 
as  by  rank  and  wealth,  have  united  in  this  im¬ 
portant  undertaking.  Their  comprehenfive  plan 
embraces  the  poor  man’s  welfare  here,  and  happi- 
nefs  hereafter.  They  endeavour,  by  education, 
example,  approbation  and  reward,  to  train  up  and 
fecure  him  in  habits  of  induftry,  economy,  order, 
virtue  and  piety.  They  inftrudt  him  in  the  beft 
means  of  exerting  his  powers,  of  employing  his 
property,  and  where  his  own  efforts  are  infufhcient, 
they  aflift  him  in  providing  for  his  wants  and 
comfort.3 

This  important  fyftem  for  improving  the  fitua- 
tion  of  the  lower  claffes  has  been  purfued  with 
great  energy  and  perfeverance  \  and,  if  the  fpirit, 
which  adtuates  the  inflitutors  of  this  fociety,  can 
be  generally  diffufed,  virtue  and  religion,  focial 
order  and  public  happinefs,  national  wealth  and 
fecurity  mult,  be  incalculably  promoted. 

They  have  feen  that  amidft  the  wants,  miferies, 
and  difeafes  of  the  poor,  contagion  produces  the 
moil  dreadful  calamities  and  mortality,  whilft  it 
endangers  every  rank  of  mankind.  Forcibly  im- 
prelfed  with  the  magnitude  and  extent  of  this 
evil,  feveral  of  the  moft  diftinguilhed  members  of 
the  fociety  for  bettering  the  condition  of  the  poor, 
have  affociated  with  men  of  fimilar  philanthropy,

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and  formed  a  feparate  inftitution  for  its  fuppref- 
fion.a  Many  of  the  latter,  uniting  medical  Ikill 
and  experience  with  active  benevolence,  can  atteft, 
from  actual  obfervation,  that  its  deftruCtive  confe- 
quence-s  have  not  been  exaggerated,  and  that  they 
may  be  prevented. b  - 

The  metropolis,  though  diftinguifhed  by  its 
zeal  and  liberality  in  promoting  works  of  hu¬ 
manity,  has  not  oppcled,  however,  the  fir  ft;  bar¬ 
rier  again  ft  this  deltructive  enemy.  But  its  future 
efforts  will,  without  doubt,  be  commenfurate 
with  its  affluence  and  accuftomed  munificence. 
The  example  and  fuccefs  of  -inferior  towns,  and 
the  evidence  upon  this  fubjeCt  now  diffufmg,  will 
animate  the  capital  to  pre-eminent  exertions  in 
providing  for  the  fafety  of  its  inhabitants. 

Chefter  enjoys  the  honourable  diftirnSHon  of 
having  firfb  eftabliflied  a  fyllematic  plan  fgr  the 
extinction,  of  febrile  contagion.0  That  city  and 
the  world  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Haygarth  for  de¬ 
termining,  at  lead:  with  very  confiderable  cer¬ 
tainty,  the  circumltances  under  which  contagion 
produces  fever,  and  for  deviling  and  executing 
the  molt  efficacious  meafures  for  its  fuppreffion. 
His  afflive  humanity,  lirm  courage,  patient  in- 
veltigation,  and  perfevering  indultry,  in  afcer- 
taining  the  laws  which  govern  the  communication 
of  contagion,  intitle  him  to  a  high  rank  among 
the  benefactors  of  mankind. 

The  evidence  adduced  by  Dr.  Haygarth  leaves 
no  doubt  that  a  very  fmall  proportion  of  perfons, 
fully  expofed  to  contagion,  efcape  '  febrile  infec-

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tion  that  few  are  infected  if  expofed  to  con¬ 
tagion  only  for  a  fhort  period  *,b  and  that,  when 
confiderably  diluted  with  uncontaminated  atmof- 
pheric  air,  perfons  may  be  frequently  and  long 
expofed  to  it  with  little  danger.c 

Thefe  conclufions,  which  prove  the  neceffity 
of  feparating  the  infedted  from  the  healthy,  and 
placing  them  where  they  may  be  attended  upon 
with  fafety,  were  the  refult  of  many  years  exten- 
five  experience  and  particular  attention  in  Chefter, 
a  large  town,  where  infectious  fever  was  very 
prevalent,  sarid  where  wards  were  exclufively  ap¬ 
propriate  A  or  its  cure.d  They  have  been  corro- 
boratec  ey  the  experience  of  thofe  medical  prac-  * 
titioners  who  have  had  the  moil  extenfiye  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  difeafe,  and  made  contagion  a  parti¬ 
cular  obieCt  of  inveftisration.'

Encouraged  .by  the  fuccefs  of  Chefter,  and 
directed  by, the  benevolent  zeal  of  medical  men, 
•many  other  considerable  towns  have  followed  the 
falutary  example.  Liverpool,  Manchefter,  Nor¬ 
wich,  Hull,  Dublin,  Cork, 'Waterford,  are  amongft 
the  number.  They  have  adopted  the  meafures 
:  purfued  at  Chefter,  and  afford  additional  proofs, 
that,  by  the.  timely  removal  Qf  perfons  infected, 
and  the  purification  of  fubftances  imbued  with 
infectious  miafms,  contagion  may  be  prevented 
from  fpreading.  They  have  alfo  Confirmed  with 
moft  fatisfaCtory  evidence,  that  perfons  labouring 
under  contagious  fevers  may  be  attended  upon 
with  little  danger  in  well  ventilated  apartments, 
where  ftriCt  cleanlinefs  is  obferved,  and  unnecef-

Gn  the  moft  moderate  calculation,  the  removal 
of  one  fever  patient  from  Situations  where  circum- 
Itances  do  not  concur  to  promote  its  propagation, 
prevents  the  infection  of  three  perfons*,  but  the  re¬ 
moval  of  one  from  crouded  and  ill  ventilated  build¬ 
ings  may  prevent  the  difeafe  in.  a  whole  diftri£t.D 
In  houfes  of  recovery,  at  lead;  two  thirds  more  are 
cured,  than  when  left  to  druggie  with  the  difeafe  in 
their  own  dwellings-c  In  the  populous  town  of 
Manchefler,  where  manufactories  abound,  where 
the  poor  are  numerous,  much  confined  and 
crouded  together,  and  where  infectious  fever -was, 
formerly  very  prevalent, d  it  has  been  aStonilhingly 
diminilned  by  the  eftablifhment  of  one  houfe  of 
recovery.  The  number  of  fever  patients,  in  a: 
large  diftriCt  furrounding  the  houfe,  w'as  reduced 
in  one  year  from  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  ta 
twenty-fix.  Thole  of  the  general  infirmary  were 
lefiened  one-fourth,  and  their  other  patients  near¬ 
ly  one  half  \  the  number  of  deaths  occafioned  by 
the  fever  was  alfo  reduced  from -the  proportion  of 
one  in  nine  to  one  in  eighteen.  In  the  fame  year 
there  was  a  decreafe  in  the  bills  of  mortality  at 
Manchester  of  nearly  four  hundred,  and  the 
number  of  coffins  for  deceafed  paupers  was 
alio  diminished  one  third.®  In  a  Statement

It  appears  that' Contagious  Fever  has  been,  of  late,  more  pre- 

refpebting 
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refpecKng  the  houfe  of  recovery  at  Waterford, 
for  the  year  1800,  it  is  calculated,  that  in  one 
year  and  five  months  after  its  eftablifhment,  there 
was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  fevers  amount¬ 
ing  nearly  to  thirteen  hundred,  and  that  about 
one  in  twenty  only  died  in  that  houfe.3  Dr.  Currie, 
who  has  had  very  extenfive  experience  in  the 
treatment  of  fever,  and  has  difplayed  the  moli 
humane  zeal  in  promoting  an  inllitution  at  Liver¬ 
pool  for  its  fupprefiion,  remarks,  (i  that  a  vigilant 
“  exercife  of  all  the  means  of  prevention  and  of 
5£  cure  might,  indeed,  in  a  fhort  period,  fuperfede 
<(  the  ufe  of  hofpitals  for  fever,  by  extinguifhing 
“  the  difeafe.b” 

What  a  diminution  of  mifery  and  mortality 
does  fuch  a  profpedl  hold  out  to  mankind  !  A 
moil  deftrudlive  diforder,  which  conllantly  ravages 
this  and  almolt  every  other  country,  may  be  fup- 
prelfed,  if  not  exterminated  !  Even  the  plague 
and  yellow  fever,  which  carry  defolation  with 
them,  and  to  which  we  are  now  more  than  ufual- 
ly  expofed,  may  probably  be  fubdued  by  the 
fame  means  !c  Let  the  firfl  metropolis  in  the 
world,  the  capital  of  a  moll  humane  nation,  where 
the  fuperior  daffes  are  highly  enlightened,  affluent, 
and  liberal,  and  the  lower  orders  are  peculiarly 

valent  in  Manchefter;  but  this  only  proves  that  without  do- 
meftic  regulations,  enforced  by  a  vigorous  police,  for  pro¬ 
moting  clean  line  fs  and  ventilation  in  the  dwellings  of  the 
poor,  Contagious  Fever,  though  greatly  diminifhed,  cannot  be 
effectually  fuppreiTed  by  the  removal  of  the  fick,  and  purifica¬ 
tion  of  their  cloaths,  furniture,  and  apartments.

expofed  to  fever  and  aggravated  difeafes,  furpafs 
other  places  in  its  efforts  to  remedy  this  evil.  ' 

The  benevolent  perfons  engaged  in  this  im¬ 
portant  charity  have  already  provided  a  houfe,  in 
a  fituation  a  eligible  for  the  reception  and  cure  of 
perfons  affiidled  with  infedtious  fever,  and  which, 
with  the  precautions  obferved,  is  not  liable  to  en¬ 
danger  the  vicinity.b  They  have  furnifhed  it  with 
every  requifite,  appointed  officers  and  attendants, 
and  have  raifed  funds  adequate  for  beginning  an  in¬ 
stitution,  which,  they  confide  in  the  interefbs,  as 
well  as  the  humanity  of  the  community,  for  per¬ 
petuating.  They  are  now  engaged  in  ffiarching 
for,  and  removing  infedted  perfons  to  the  houfe 
of  recovery,  where  they  receive  all  the  aid 
that  air.,  cleanlinefs,  attendance,  fuftenance,  and 
medicine  can  bellow.  The  moll  approved  means 
are  employed  for  purifying  the  houfes,  furniture, 
and  clothes  of  the  difeafed,  and  fuch  articles  as 
cannot  be  rendered  innoxious,  are  deftroyed 
and  replaced.  Every  meafure  that  can  relieve 
and  obviate  danger  is  begun.c  But  it  depends 
upon  the  liberality  of  the  rich,  the  good  fenfe 
and  humanity  of  parifhes,  and  the  wifdom  of 
parliament,  whether  the  charity  {hall  be  purfued 
upon  an  extenfive,  efficient,  and  permanent  plan, 
•for  which  the  prefent  funds  are  totally  inade¬

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-  Since  the  feeds  of  contagion  exift  in  the  exhala¬ 
tions  of  the  human  body,  that  accumulation  and 
confinement,  which  render  them  infectious,  can¬ 
not  be  counteracted  in  populous  towns,  even 
under  an  improved  fyltem  of  police,  without  con- 
ftant  vigilance  and  expen  five  precautions. 

But,  at  prefent,  contagion  is  not  only  rapidly  ge¬ 
nerating  from  deficient  ventilation  and  neglect  of 
cleanlinefs,  in  the  metropolis but  it  is  widely 
difiufed  and  perpetually  fpreading  from  mul¬ 
titudes  difeafed.a  It  lurks  in  every  parifh,  and  in 
many,  the  fever  it  produces  is  now  alarmingly  pre¬ 
valent. b  In  the  moft  populous  and  indigent  dis¬ 
tricts,  the  poifon  is  fo  inveterately  rooted,  that  it 
can  fcarcely  be  eradicated  ;  even  the  deftrudlioh 
of  houfes  might  in  fome  cafes  be  expedient.6 

It  is  obvious  then,  that  a  new  fyltem  of  police 
for  improving  the  fituation,  plan,  mode  of  inhabit¬ 
ing,  ventilation  and  cleanlinefs  of  the  houfes  of  the 
lower  orders,  and  of  places  where  they  are  crouded 
together,  or  confined,  cannot  for  a  confiderable 
time  hence  produce  the  falutary  effect  propofed. 
This  plan  has  been  recommended  as  th,e  .only 
radical  mean  of  remedying  the  evil,  and  will  un- 
-doubtedly  prove  efficacious  in  proportion  as  it  is 
accomplifhed.  The  neceffity  for  houfes  of  reco¬ 
very  may  hereafter  be  in  a  great  meafuro  fuper- 
feded  by  its  adoption. d  But  under  the  adtualcir- 
cumltances  of  this  town,  immediate  adtive  and 
extenfive  remedial  meafures  mult  be  employed.9

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Contagion  mufl  be  fought  in  its  fource,  traced  in 
its  fecret  channels,  purfued  in  its  lurking  re¬ 
treats,  and  exterminated  wherever  detected.  Par¬ 
tial  meafures  might  confirm  the  evil  by  discredit¬ 
ing  means,  which  are  only  fufiicient  to  remedy  it 
when  fully  applied. 

A  plan  adequate  to  the  fupprefiion  of  contagion 
in  this  town,  mufl  neceflarily  include  three  ob¬ 
jects  ;  its  detection,  the  removal  and  cure  of 
infedled  perfons,  and  the  purification  of  infedted 
fubftances. 

For  the  effedlual  attainment  of  the  firft,  in- 
fpedlors  ought  to  be  employed  in  every  parifh  in 
the  metropolis.  They  fhould  obtain  information 
from  hofpitais  and  difpenfaries ;  from  jails  and 
workhoufes j  from  public  and  private  charities  *, 
from  manufadtories  and  habitations  of  every  de¬ 
scription,  where  many  individuals  are  crouded 
together.  Their  refearches  Ihould  extend  to 
houfes  where  more  than  one  poor  family  dwell, 
and  wherever  contagion  may  be  even  fufpedled  to 
exilt.  Cellar's  and  garrets  require  their  particular 
attention.3.  Frequent  enquiries  fhould  be  made 
of  medical  pradiitioners,  magiflrates,  clergymen,, 
fchoolmafters,  parifh  officers,  colledlors  of  taxes, 
and  of  all  whofe  purfuits  may  fuppiy  information 
refpedling  the  health  of  the  community.  The 
public  at  large  Ihould  be  required  to  give  the 
earlieft  intelligence  of  the  appearance  of  fever  to 
the  charity,  and  rewards  ought  to  be  given  for 
information, b  Upon  the  early  knowledge  of  the 
exiflence  of  this  evil  depends  the  facility  of  its 
fuppreffion.  A  ftridl  and  complete  inquifition 
muft  therefore  be  inftituted  and  preferved.

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For  the  reception  and  cure  of  the  infeCted* 
houfes  ought  to  be  provided  in  the  vicinity  of 
populous  diftri&s,  where  the  poor  chiefly  refide, 
and  in  fituations  as  detached  and  airy  as  local 
eircumftances  will  permit*  It  is  much  to  be 
defired,  that  they  fhould  be  fufliciently  numerous 
and  fpacious  to  receive  all  the  poor,  afflicted  with 
fever  in  the  metropolis,  on  its  firft  difcovery. 
This  would,  however,  be  attended  with  an  expence 
too  confiderable  perhaps  to  be  attempted,  as  the 
number  fo  difeafed,  under  the  prefent  circum- 
fiances,  probably  exceeds  forty  thoufand  annually. 
The  yearly  average  of  deaths  from  infectious 
fevers,  within  the  bills  of  mortality  duripg  the  laffc 
century,  has  been  three  thoufand  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight.a  In  Liverpool,  at  a  period  when  the 
population  did  not  exceed  fixty-three  thoufand, 
above  three  thoufand  patients,  labouring  under  con¬ 
tagious  fever,  were  annually  admittedto  the  benefits 
of  the  difpenfary.b  Accommodations  for  fever  pa¬ 
tients  mull  therefore  be  propofed,  which,  though 
inadequate  to  the  prefent  exigency,  may,  by  the 
meafures  purfued  for  diminifhing  contagion,  be¬ 
come  fuffieient  at  no  diflant  period.  Four  houfes* 
each  capable  of  conflantly  accommodating  thirty 
patients,  befides  the  neceffary  domeflic  eflablifh- 
ment,  may,  by  the  removal  of  the  difeafed,  and  a 
very  aCtive  fyftem  of  purifying  infcCted  fubflances* 
together  with  a  vigorous  police  for  promoting 
cleanlinefs  and  ventilation,  produce  a  rapid  and  effi¬ 
cacious  fuppreffion  of  fever.  Each  of  thefe  houfes 
.might  admit  from  thirty  to  forty  patients  a  month* 
or  about  five  hundred  a  year,  and,  in  the  whole* 
two  thoufand  annually.  Such  buildings  fhould  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpofe,  as  might  accoxnma-

date  a  greater  number,  or  admit  of  enlargement, 
if  the  funds  of  the  charity  fhould  permit. 

If  hofpitals,  in  eligible  fituations,  could  be  in¬ 
duced  to  appropriate  wards,  fufficiently  fpacious 
and  airy,  for  the  exclufive  reception  of  fever  pa¬ 
tients,  to  be  fupported  by  the  inllitution,  and  fub- 
jedl  to  its  regulations,  the  expence »  arifmg  .from 
rent,  taxes,  repairs,  officers  and  fervants,  might 
in  a  great  meafure  be  avoided.  Befides  the 
faving,  wffiich  would  accrue  to  the  inllitution, 
and  confequent  benefit  to  the  public,  by  the 
extenfion  of  the  charity,  the  appropriation  of 
feparate  wards  for  fever  patients,  would  be  at¬ 
tended  with  the  moil  important  benefits  to  hofpi¬ 
tals  themfelves.a  Such  a  meafure  would  be  high¬ 
ly  conducive  to  the  cure  of  thofe  cafes  of  fever, 
which  they  do  not  or  cannot  exclude,  and  remove 
many  powerful  impediments  to  the  recovery  of 
patients  labouring  under  other  difeafes.b  When 
promifcuoufly  confined,  as  is  now  generally  the 
cafe,  the  contamination  of  air,  the  defedl  of  a 
proper  temperature,  the  conftant  intercourfe  and 
mutual  dillurbance,  the  fources  of  difgull  and 
•alarm,  mull  necefiarily  produce  very  pernicious 
confequences.  The  fpreading  of  infection  in  hof¬ 
pitals  would  be  prevented  by  this  plan/  and 
the  fafety  of  their  medical  officers  and  attendants 
be  gteatly  promoted/

Obvious 
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Obvious  however  as  its  advantages  are,  the 
plan  of  admitting  the  patients  of  the  fever  in  di¬ 
lution  into  hofpitals  has  been  propofed  without 
effeCt  hitherto,  and  it  is  to  be  apprehended,  that 
the  obftacles,  however  contrary  to  the  utility  and 
real  interefts  of  thefe  charities,  will  not  be  fo 
eafily  overcome  as  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the 
larger  fum  neceffary  for  eftablifhing  and  fupport- 
ing  diitinCt  houfes  of  recovery.  No  means,  how¬ 
ever,  ffiould  be  negleCted  to  obtain  accommoda¬ 
tions  in  fuch  hofpitals  as  are  well  htuated,  and 
have  fpacious  premifes  unoccupied  from  defi¬ 
ciency  of  funds,  which  is  now  the  cafe  with 
feveral. 

In  addition  to  th,e  accommodations  provided  for 
fever  patients,  if  a  houfe  for  the  reception  of  con- 
.valefcents  could  be  maintained,  the  fuccefs  of  the 
inflitution  would  be  greatly  promoted. 

The  extent  of  the  accommodation  mult  not, 
however,  be  fuffered  to  diminiffi  the  eftabliffi- 
ment  neceffary  for  the  due  care  of  the  difeafed. 
Two  phyficians  of  approved  (kill,  aCHvity,  hu¬ 
manity  and  courage,  and  who  would  devote  a 
confiderable  portion  of  time  to  the  arduous  and 
indifpenfable  duties  of  their  fituation,  ffiould  be 
appointed  to  each  houfe  of  recovery  :  upon  their 
ability  and  exertions  the  fuccefs  of  the  inflitution 
principally  depends.  The  infeCted  muff  be  vi'fi ted 
where  they  refide,  to  afcertain  the  diforder.  When 
admitted,  they  muff  be  frequently  and  minutely 
examined  during  the  whole  progrefs  of  this  dan¬ 
gerous  and  fluctuating  difeafe.  Symptoms,  and 
the  effeCls  of  remedies,  ffiould  be  carefully  ob- 
ferved  and  regiftered,  to  afcertain  the  moft  effica¬ 
cious  plan  of  cure,  an  objeCt  of  the  greateft  pub¬ 
lic  importance.  For  fuch  frequent  laborious  and 

hazardous 
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hazardous  fervices,  a  remuneration  .  ought  to  he 
given.  The  due  difcharge  of  thefe  arduous  duties 
will  occupy  fo  much  time,  that  they  cannot  be 
enforced,  nor  even  required,.  Without  feme  com- 
penfation.  Much  will  {fill  remain  unrequited, 
except  by  the  grateful  feelings  which  refelt  from 
a£fs  of  benevolence,  in  too  many  cafes  the  foie 
reward  which  medical  pradfitioners  receive  for 
their  rilks  and  labours. 

An  apothecary  mult  be  appointed  to  each 
houfe,  which  he  mult  frequently  vifit,  and  near 
which  he  ought  to  refide.  For  the  duties  attach¬ 
ed  to  his  office  an  adequate  falary  muff,  be  given. 
One  fecretary  may  probably  be  femcrent  for  all  the 
propofed  eftabliffiments,  but  a  compenfation  muff: 
be  given  proportionate  to  his  fervices.  A  refident 
infpedfor  will  be  required  in  each  houfe,  for  the 
care  of  many  articles,  and  difcharge  of  many  du¬ 
ties,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  A  matron,  and 
nurfes  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients, 
will  alfo  be  neceffary. 

The  above  fituations  muff:  be  filled  by  perfons 
well  qualified,  of  humane  difpofitions,  and  not 
afraid  to  difcharge  their  refpedfive  duties  duly 
and  affiduoufly,  and  their  fervices  muff:  be  pro¬ 
perly  remunerated.  In  addition  to  thefe,  fervants 
will  be  wanted  for  domeftic  purpofes,  and  porters 
for  conveying  patients.  Under  the  ftridfeft  fyftem 
of  economy,  compatible  with  the  ends  of  the  in- 
flitution,  the  officers  and  fervants  above-men¬ 
tioned  will  be  neceffary. 

The  bed  medicines  and  provifions  ought  to  be 
adminiftered  to  the  Tick,  and,  in  many  cafes, 
wine  and  other  expenfive  articles.  Clothes  mu  IT 
be  fepplied  to  all  the  patients  whiiff:  they  remain 
in  the  houfe,  and  given  to  many  when  they  leave 
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it.  Bed-clothes  and  other  articles  of  furniture 
mult  alfo  be  frequently  lent,  whilft  thofe  infedted 
are  cleanfmg  ;  and  often  given  to  replace  fueh  as 
it  is  neceffary  to  deftroy.  Confiderable  expence 
will  alio  be  unavoidably  incurred  by  the  frequent 
purification  which  the  houfes  of  recovery,  the 
furniture,  the  wearing-apparel,  and  every  article 
they  contain  mufl  undergo,  and  by  the  confe- 
quent  wear  and  deflrudtion  of  them. 

After  providing  for  the  difcovery  and  cure  of 
infedted  perfbns,  the  purification  of  infected  fub- 
ftances  demands  the  molt  affiduous  care.  The 
benefits  of  the  former  would  be  temporary,  par¬ 
tial  and  inefficient,  without  the  latter.  Matters 
imbued  with  contagion  retain  it  long,  and  com¬ 
municate  it  with  greater  certainty  and  virulence 
than  even  expofure  to  the  difeafed.3  Proper 
perfons  muff  be  employed  to  difinfedt,  as 
ipeedily  and  completely  as  poffible,  whatever  may 
have  imbibed  the  poifon.  Where  expofure  to  air,, 
and  where  wafhing  and  cleanfmg  are  infufficient, 
heat  and  fumigation  mufl  be  had  recourfe  toj, 
gafeous  fluids  and  other  chemical  preparations, 
which  have  been  or  may  be  found  ufeful,  fhould 
be  employed,5  and  without  regard  to  improvident 
economy,  articles  muff  be  deflroyed  which  cannot 
©therwife  be  rendered  harmlefs.

It  mud  be  obvious  that  the  plan  pi*opofed  ca»~ 
not  be  carried  into  effect  without  confiderable  ex- 
penc,£.  On  a  moderate  calculation,  the  expend!* 
ture  of  each  houfe,  having  the  eftablifhment  above 
Hated,  and  fuppofing  it  capable  of  containing  thirty 
patients,  arid  to  be  generally  filled,  may  be  edi- 
mated  at  fifteen  hundred  pounds  annually.  The 
expence  of  food,  clothing,  wafhing,  and  medicine 
for  thirty  patients,  at  the  rate  of  two  {hillings  a 
day  each,  would  alone  amount  to  one  thoufand 
and  ninety  eight  pounds  a  year.  Six  thoufand 
pounds  a  year  will  therefore  probably  be  neceffary 
for  the  fupport  of  four  houfes  of  recovery.  If  one 
thoufand  more  be  expended  for  obtaining  the  ear- 
lied  and  fulled  information  where  contagion  exids, 
for  rewarding  poor  families,  who  flriffly  purfue 
the  regulations  for  preferring  the  red  from  con¬ 
tagion,  after  thofe  infected  have  been  removed, 
for  purifying  whatever  may  have  imbibed  it,  and 
replacing  articles  neceffarily  dedroyed,  a  fum  of 
feven  thoufand  pounds  a  year  will  be  neceffary  for 
carrying  into  efiefb  the  propofed  plan.  An  ad¬ 
ditional  fum  of  one  thoufand  at  lead,  will  be 
wanted  the  find  year,  for  preparing  and  furnifhing 
the  houfes -of  recovery. 

If  three  hofpitals,  one  near  the  eadern,  wedern,. 
and  fouthe.rn  extremities  of  London,  could  be  in¬ 
duced  to  fupply  the  place  of  three  of  the  houfes 
propofed,  the  above  annual  fum  might  enable  the 
inditution  to  enlarge  and  maintain  the  houfe  already 
edablidied,  and  to  fupport  a  fpacious  houfe  for 
convalefcents  farther  removed  from  town,  befides 
defraying  the  expence  incurred,  by  fuch  hofpitals, 
on  their  account.  By  this  meafure  the  benefit  of  the 
charity  might  probably  be  extended  to  five  hun¬ 
dred  patients  more  annually  for  fix  thoufand  pounds 

.  ;a  year. 
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a  year,  than  in  houfes  engaged  exclusively  for  the 
purpofe.  Whichever  plan  may  be  adopted,  the 
annual  expenditure  would  diminilh  with  the  fup- 
preflion  of  contagion,  and  it  may  be  hoped  with 
a  rapid  progrefs.  In  a  few  years  half  the  fum 
propofed  would  probably  be  fufficient ;  and  in 
proportion  as  the  meafures  of  police  recommended 
Shall  be  enforced,  that  moiety  may  be  further 
reduced. 

But  who,  that  eflimates  the  wafte  of  ftrength, 
the  bodily  fufferings,  the  mental  affliction,  the 
deftrudtion  of  life,  that  contagion  occafions,  would 
object  to  the  expence  of  its  fuppreffion  ? 

The  enlightened  friends  of  humanity,  who 
have  inftituted  the  firfl  houfe  of  recovery  in  Lon¬ 
don,  have  already,  by  their  liberality  and  adtive 
exertions,  demonftrated  their  conviction  of  the 
importance  of  the  undertaking. 

The  opulent  inhabitants  of  the  metropolis  will, 
no  doubt,  with  their  ufual  beneficence,  augment  the 
funds  already  advanced,  in  proportion  as  they  fhall 
be  acquainted  with  the  great  benefit  which  may 
arife  to  mankind  from  fuch  charitable  donations.* 
It  may  be  reafonably  hoped  that  parifhes,  when, 
aware  of  the  advantages,  will  readily  pay  what 
they  now  expend  upon  fever  patients  in  their  own 
habitations  and  in  workhoufes,  (where  they  ge¬ 
nerally  linger,  frequently  die,  and  often  fpread 
the  difeafe)  to  a  charity  which  arrefts  its  progrefs, 
and  fupplies  every  means  of  recovery. 

A  wife  and  benevolent  minifter,  who,  in  the 
higheft  public  fituation,  is  anxious  for  the  prefer- 
'  vation  and  welfare  of  every  branch  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  has  already  patronized  the  inflitution. 
Its  manifefi:  national  advantages;  the  faving  of

flrength 
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ihrength  and  lives  mult,  when  inveftigated,  enfurc 
.the  fupport  of  parliament.4 

Should  any  objection  arife  from  the  difficulty 
of  extending  parliamentary  aid,  for  the  fuppreffimg 
of  contagion  throughout  the  whole  kingdom,  it 
may  be  fhewn,  not  only  that  a  parifh-rate  for  this 
purpofe,b  would  be  a  meafure  of  public  economy 
wherever  infectious  fever  is  prevalent, c  but  it  may 
alfo  be  demonftrated,  that  the  metropolis  has  pe¬ 
culiar  claims.  The  labouring  daffies  croud  to  the 
capital  from  every  part  of  the  united  kingdoms,  and 
affiemble  there  from  every  part  of  the  globe.  They 
are  proportionably  more  numerous,  more  con¬ 
fined,  more  unhealthy  and  deftitute  than  in  other 
towns.  They  have  very  frequently  no  parifli 
fettlement,  no  refource,  but  in  charity,  when  dis¬ 
abled  by  difeafe. 

After  the  evidence  in  fupport  of  the  plan  {hall 
have  been  laid  before  the  legiflature,  if  any  doubt 
fihould  remain  with  regard  to  the  national  utility 
of  the  meafure,  the  fum  neceffiary  from  parliament 
to  afcertain  its  advantages  would  be  inconfiiderable. 
Should  thefe  advantages  be  confirmed  by  experience 
in  the  metropolis,  a  parifh  rate,  which  will  then  be 
manifeflly  a  meafure  of  economy,  may  afterwards 
be  enforced,  if  private  fubfcriptions  fhould  be 
found  infufficient. 

Such  is  the  plan  which  appears  neceflary  for  the 
effectual  fuppreffion  of  contagion  in  London.  The

friends  of  humanity  engaged  in  the  attempt,  ap¬ 
peal  to  a  benevolent  and  difcerning  public  for  the 
wifdom  of  the  meafure,  with  confidence  that  it 
merits  their  fupport. 

They  anticipate  with  the  highefl  fatisfa&ion, 
the  united  efforts  of  all  ranks  in  fubduing  a  fubtle 
remorfelefs  enemy,  from  whofe  attacks  none  are 
fecure ;  who  overwhelms  the  weak  and  over¬ 
powers  the  ftrong  ;  whofe  progrefs  is  marked  with 
tears,  devaftation,  and  death. 

Let  the  fuppreffion  of  contagion  be  added  to  the 
great  works  of  wifdom,  of  genius,  and  philan¬ 
thropy,  which  diftinguifh  the  prefent  enlightened 
era,  and  which  have  fo  greatly  contributed  to  the 
fecurity  and  happinefs,  as  well  as  the  dignity  of 
mankind.
